Mr. Hardy spoke on: "Why I am a 


Unitarian."-He said: "I early became 
interested In the writings of Emer- 
son, 
and this led me to a reasoning 


attitude concerning religion. Unitar- 


la an attitude of mind and not. 


u set of theological beliefs. 
History 


shows that In the past there were 
great souls who protested against the 
dominant 
popular 
religious Institu- 


tions of their time. And the right to 
protest did not die with Martin Lu»her 
or Violin Wesley. I have never regret- 
ted my decision to Jolii the Unitarian 
church, which imposes no theological 
tests whatever, but in an atmosphere 
of intellectual freedom dares to trust 
absolutely the fundamental religious 
Impulses of the human soul. The rea- 
son why the Unitarian church is not 
a popular church Is because It attracts 
only the 
iellg:ous pioneer. But 
I 


would rather bo among the pioneers 
than sit In .the seats of the mighty." 


Judge Morning spoke on "Practical 


Religion." He said: "You people here 
this morning have a rational philoso- 
phy of life, -or you would not be In a 
Unitarian church. But in my-work In 
the juvenile court, and the court of 
domestic relations, I come in close 
contact with parents and young mar- 


ried couples who are In ignorance of 
how to live. Some pious people, tho 
they arc sincere enough, who are try- 
tag to holp th» folks who come Into 
my court, are rually Incapable of giv- 
ing them the best help because they 
are apt to tell them that they cannot 
be good unless they accept a theologi- 
cal scheme 'of salvation. You people 
who have a rational philosophy of llfo 
have'an urgent moral duty toward tW 
dellquent classes in the community. 
You should go into their.homes in the 
spirit of friendship and holp them to 
acquire the art of rational and useful 
living. 'That is the religion of £urnan 
brotherhood iu this present world " 


Mr. Locke spoke on 'The Place of 


Religion in Modern Life.' 
He said: 


"TrTese modern times, fortified by scl-N 
eutific knowledge, bear* hard upon our 
religious impulses. It sometimes seems 
as if the last vestige of God would 
vanish under the white light of a con- 
quering human knowledge. 
But in 


every age there have been" and are 
great spirits wlio live under u, light 


they call God, and in a s'tate of miml 
they call religious. They stand on top 
of the world, and are Indeed blessed.

1 regenerative set aad dreams o! the 
advantages of having a tickler on hlb 
apparatus, but moat young fellows 
, who are not very expert are afraid to 
' tacltfe the job of wiring up and con- 
necting a rotor which must be ac- 
curately placed so that it can turn 
around^ on s? shaft.

.viuch work has been done gratis, but 
there are unavoidable expenses that 
must be met. 


"One special effort is asked this year 


in raising funds. If the goal of $3,600 
is reached this year, the work in years 
lo fome will be lessened by reason of 
our peifeeted organism. 


"The 
whole time and entire atten- 


tion ot a public health nurse has been 
confined to tuberculosis work in Lin- 
coln since November, 1919. For that 
month the report of the tuberculosis 
division shows 46> patients on hand 
and November of this year, or three 
years later, the cases under observa- 
tion number 211 and the calls number 
137. This does not mean more cases 
of the disease but shows i continued 
advance in the perfecting of tne worK 
of our tuberculosis division. 


"Much good wori. is accomplished 


by the tuberculosis bureau in Lincoln. 
Instruction in the homes, isolation and 
hcspitalization of cases prevents, to a 
great extent, the spread ot the disease 
and they result in home •comforts that 
otherwise could not be realized. Those 
In extreme poverty are furnished milk 
by the department of heaitn distrib- 
uted from the -welfare headquarters. 
The best medical advice is given free 
to those who are unable to pay. A free 
clinic for tuberculosis is held every 
Saturday atternoon at the department 
of health.

"The number of deaths in the United 


States during 1921 is estimated at 
about 107,000 in contrast to 122,000 
during 1920. The trend of the tubercu- 
losis late is downward'. The rate. in the 
United States .per 100,000 in 1917 is 
147i; in 1918, 150; 1919, 126.6; 1920, 
114:2; 1921. 99-4. In Lincoln Jhe tuber- 
culosis death rate per 100,000 for four 
yeans is as follows: In 1918, 38-1; 1919,

They say that 
the country bankers are not helping 
or even advising holders of insurance 
to hang onto-their policies in spite of 
their crippled finances, and give as 
their belief that the reason is that a 
year or so later, when the financial 
conditions Improve, he will be able to 
sell him a new policy and get half of 
the commission when aow all he 
would get would be a renewal com- 
mission. Bankers are also accused of 
getting policy holders to borrow on 
policies at 6 per'cent and then loan 
the money to bankers at a higher 
rate. 


Get a country banker into a corner 


and tell him this, and you will hear 
some snorting. He says that a lot of 
bis troubles are due to the lack of 
salesmanship on the part of insur- 
ance agents who are able tc sell a 
man a policy but are not able 
to 


collect the money for it. They get a 
note, and then discount the note at the 
bank. That was a nice* thing- all 
around until the hard times came, 
and the banks found themselves 
loaded up with'insurance notes, along 
with a lot of other kinds of notes 
many -farmers were free io issue 
-when they thought they were sitting 
on top of the world two or more years 
ago. The banks'are having a time o: 
it collecting on these notes, and that 
is one reason why they are not, says 
one banker, encouraging the same 
fellows to keep their policies alive bj 
borrowing some more money.
